$‘200 nor more 
than $1,000.” 
On demand 
of five members a call 
of the roll was had which resu lted 
in 4 6 of the members voting for 
Mr. 
Bu ndy’s amendment and

against it, and 
of the 56 who voted 
against it 
Mr. .James P. Wilson of 
Ogle Cou nty, is on record there 
as 
voting with the
